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IS ENGLAND IN PERIL? 


"England is in peril." according to 


Lord Curzon. leader of the house of 
lords. If she is in poril, it is because 
of the pigrheadedness of a certain ele- 
ment of the British lories which clings 
to the reactionary ideals of the house 
of lords and because of the scheming 
of certain politicians such as Asqulth, 
Carson and a few others, who still hold 
party politics above the Interests of 
the empire. 


In England as in this country there 


Is an element always ready to oppose 
the administration, but while opposi- 
tion here can only embarrass the ad- 
ministration and retard the progress 
of war, in England it may easily pre- 
cipiiate a crisis that would oust the 
ministry from power. For this reason 
Premier Lloyd George and his cabinet 
while in the most critical period of the 
war, are obliged to halt and defend 
themselves against their political en- 
emies and • the reactionaries who, if 
they had their way, would soon have 
England under the heel of Germany 
even as Russia is today. 


Lord Curzon expressed astonishment 


that a portion of the London press 
advocates having generals and ad- 
mirals in the cabinet. 
Judging from 


her recent performances on land and 
sea, we should say that England is not 
so rich in competent generals and ad- 
mirals that she can afford to place 
them in the cabinet where they would 
be like fish out of water. She could, 
however, fill cabinet positions with 
generals and admirals of a different 
kind, such for example as Gen. Gough 
and General French .who have been 
tried in places of responsibility 
and 


found wanting. 


Curzon fears that the soldiers in 


France 
will 
have to yield ground. 


Possibly they will; they have been 
yielding ground for some time, and 
but for the fact that Gen. Foch. the 
commander-in-chief 
of 
the 
allied 


armies, brought French and American 
troops to their aid, they would have 
been pushed back to the channel in 
the last drive. 


Tet the obstinate element in Eng- 


land fought hard against the co- 
ordination of forces brought about 
under General Foch and for 
which 


Lloyd George and President Wilson 
were responsible. The critics raised a 
howl against the proposition when it 
•was first announced, and not until the 
United States put its entire forces in 
France under the command of General 
Foch 
for 
assignment 
wherever 
he 


pleased, did the British reactionaries 
cease their opposition to the appoint- 
ment of the generalissimo. 


Twenty-five years ago the house of 


commons passed a home rule bill for 
Ireland and Gladstone hailed this fact 
as indicating the arrival of a new era 
of peace and reconciliation 
between 


England and Ireland. Ever since that 
time the democracy of England has 
been anxious to see the question set- 
tled; but the reactionaries, the union- 
ists and Carsonites stood in the way. 
For many years previous to this war, 
the British parliament wrestled with 
the 
Irish 
question, and finally suc- 


ceeded in putting a home rule bill on 
the statute book about the time the 
war was declared in 1914, to take effect 
one year later. 
Premier Asquith who 


wanted to hold the support of the re- 
actionaries in sympathy with Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, by an act of cowardice, 
shelved the home, rule law, 
thereby 


basely betraying Ireland, but to a far 
greater extent betraying England, by 
laying the foundation of future trou- 
bles that have seriously interfered 
with the war. 
At that time Ireland 


was fighting nobly with the allies; and 
in this she would never have wavered 
but for Asquith's betrayal of Mr. Red- 
mond and Ireland in dashing down the 
hopes of the people on the threshold 
of victory won by a struggle of thirty 
years. The consequences of this act 
are seen today in the disturbed state 
of Ireland. 


Jlr. Asquith in order to "rub it in' 


as it were, elevated Carson to the cab- 
inet, thus showing that the govern- 
ment had no regard for the rights of 
the feelings of the Irish. 
The conse- 


quences are already written in history 
forming a chapter frcm which states- 
men might derive 
valuable 
lessons 


hut the reactionaries of England do 
not seem capabie 
of 
learning from 


such experiences. 
They are still op- 


posed to any step towards the con- 
ciliation of Ireland by an acceptable 
measure of home rule and as a result 
Premier George announces a 
home 


rule measure in which there will be 
a provision under which Ulster can 
exempt itself from any act passed h> 
the Dublin parliament. Xo such ac 
Will be accepted by the Irish ppople 
That 
would 
he 
granting 
specia 


privileges to Ulster not extended 
any other province. 


Why should England be afraid to 


grant home rulo to Ireland, since she 
coujd easily take it way if it should 
be misused? 


Why should she grant home rule to 


South Africa and refuse it to Ireland 


Why should she reverse the princi 


pie 
of 
majority rule, for Ireland in 


order to give a noisy faction predom 
inating power?

AUSTRIA'S 
OPPORTUNITY 


It is well known that Austria is 


suffering from a shortage of food and 
other internal troubles and is conse- 
quently anxious to see the war ended. 
The emperor, it is said, foresees that 
his dynasty must pass away unless he 
dissociates himself from the Hohenzol- 
lerns. Perhaps more than any other 
European power. Austria is divided up 
into racial factions that are hard to 
keep under control. This is particular- 
ly true when they have to meet the 
demands of war for more men and 
more supplies, all apparently to aid 
Germany in carrying out her aims for 
world domination. 


There is a plain and direct means 
f escape, before the people of Austria 
y which they can easily extricate 
hemselves from 
this horrible 
war.

minds that they will stop fighting. If 
hey do this, there is no doubt that 
he war will soon come to an end.

ng the debate on the so-called prison 
duck mill bill, which later in the day 
passed the house. Congressman 
John 


Jacob Rogers made a strong protest 
igainst the bill. He referred to the 
vianger of putting prison labor in com- 
petition with private owned plants and 
called attention to the great quantity 
of 
duck 
supplied by Massachusetts 


planters which would be available for 
government use. 


The point under 
discussion 
was 


whether or not. a. duck making plant 
should be established at Atlanta, Ga , 
and convict labor be employed. It was 
urged by practicaly all the New Eng- 
land delegation that such a move would 
be' detrimental to New England inter- 
ests and that it was unnecessary, be- 
cause if the government utilized all the 
capacity of cotton mills which had been 
offered it, there would be an ample sup- 
ply to meet government needs without 
the establishment of a great southern 
prison .plant. 
Congressmen 
Rogers. 


WInslow, Gerrne, 
Walsh and 
others 


from the New Kngland states made 
strong- protests against the bill. Dur- 
ing the debate, J!.-. Rogers said in part: 


"I think every man in this house is 


cordially in sympathy with the 


of the north, of the south, and of the 
west. And, as an 
entering wedge. I 


submit it seriously menaces free labor 
wherever it may be in this country. I 
fear the principles which underlie the 
bill. No one can foresee what will gro»v 
out of C.eir application. I believe every 
man and woman, employer or employe, 
who has at heart the interest and pros- 
perity of the textile industry will shud- 
der at the prospect which the passage 
of this bill will unfold."

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IS E N G L A N D IN PERIL? 


"England is in peril." according to 


Lord Curzon, leader ot the house or 
lords. If she is in peril, it is because 
of the pigheadedness of a certain ele- 
ment of the British tories which clings 
to the reactionary Ideals of the house 
of lords and because of the scheming 
of certain politicians such as Asquith, 
Carson and a few others who still hold 
party politics above the interests of 
the empire. 


Jn England as in this country there 


la an element always ready to oppose 
the administration, but while opposi- 
tion here can only embarrass the ad- 
ministration and retard the progress 
of war, in England it may easily pre- 
cipitate a crisis that would oust the 
ministry from power. For this reason 
Premier Lloyd George and his cabinet 
while in the most critical period of the 
war, are obliged to halt and defend 
Themselves against their political en- 
emies and the reactionaries who. if 
they had their way, would' soon have 
England under the heel of Germany 
even as Russia is today. 


Lord Curzon expressed astonishment 


that a portion 
of the London press 


advocates having generals and ad- 
mirals in the cabinet. Judging from 
her recent performances on land and 
sea, we should say that England is not 
BO rich in competent generals and ad- 
mirals that she can afford to place 
them in the cabinet where they would 
be like fish out of water. She could, 
however, fill cabinet positions with 
generals and admirals of a different 
kind, such for example as Gen. Gough 
and General French who . have been 
tried in places of responsibility 
and 


found wanting. 


Curzon feajrs that the soldiers in 


Prance 
will 
have io yield ground. 


Possibly they will; they have been 
yielding ground for some time, and 
tut for the fact that Gen. Foch, the 
commander-in-chief 
of 
the 
allied 


armies, brought French and American 
troops to their aid, they would have 
been pushed back to the channel in 
the last drive. 


Yet the obstinate element in Eng- 


land fought hard against the co- 
ordination of forces brought about 
under General Foch and for 
which 


Lloyd George and 
President Wilson 


were responsible. The critics raised a 
howl against the proposition when it 
was first announced, and not until the 
United States put its entire forces in 
France under the command of General 
Foch 
for assignment wherever 
he 


pleased, did the British reactionaries 
cease their opposition to the appoint- 
ment of the generalissimo. 


Twenty-five years ago the house of 


commons passed a home rule bill for 
Ireland and Gladstone hailed this fact 
as indicating the arrival of a new era 
of peace and reconciliation 
between 


England and Ireland. Ever since that 
time the democracy of England has 
' been anxious to see tne question 
set- 


tled; but the reactionaries, the union- 
ists and Carsonites stood in the way. 
For many years previous to this war, 
the British parliament wrestled with 
the 
Irish 
question, and finally suc- 


ceeded in putting a home rule bill on 
the statute book about tbe time tho 
•war was declared in 1514, to take effect 
one year later. 
Premier Asquith who 


•wanted to hold the support of ihe re- 
actionaries in sympathy with Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, by an act of cowardice, 
shelved the homo rule law, thereby 
basely betraying Ireland, but to a far 
greater extent betraying England, by 
laying the foundation of future trou- 
bles that have seriously 
interfered 


with the war. 
At that time Ireland 


Was fighting nohly with the allies: arid 
In.this she would never have wavered 
but for Asquith's betrayal of Mr. Red- 
mond and Ireland in dashing down the 
hopes of the people on the threshold 
of victory won by a struggle of thirty 
years. 
The consequences of this act 


are seen today in the disturbed state 
of Ireland. 


Mr. Asquith in_order to "rub it in" 


as it were, elevated Carson to the cab- 
inet, thus showing that the govern- 
ment had no regard for tlie rights of 
the feelings of ibe Irish. 
The conse- 


quences are already written in history, 
forming a chapter frcm which states- 
men might derive 
valuable 
lessons, 


but the reactionaries of England do 
not seem capable 
of 
learning from 


such experiences. 
They are still op- 


posed to any step tou-ards the con- 
ciliation of Ireland by an acceptable 
measure of home rule and a.s a result 
Premier Oeerge announces 
a 
home- 


rule measure in wrueh there will be 
a provision under which Ulster can 
exempt itself from any act passed by 
the Dublin parliament. 
No sur.h act 


"Will be accepted by tho Irish people. 
That 
would 
be 
granting 
special 


privileges to Ulster not extender^ to 
any other province. 


Why should England be afraid to 


grant home rule- to Ireland, since she 
could easily Lake It way if it should 
ba misused? 


Why should she grant home rule to 


Eouth Africa and refuse it to Ireland? 


Why should she reverse the princi- 


ple 
of 
majority rule for Ireland in 


order to give a noisy faction predom- 
inating power? 


If England wants to sa.ve her mili- 


t«ry force for use on the battlefront 
•where H is Borely needed nr, if she 
•wants to conciliate Ireland, why not 
grant the people a liberal measure of 
home rule and see what will be the 
result ? 
That, we a 
1*! 
1 certain. wouH 


. bo the IMJMI method of gelling the Irish 


people to resume their activity in the 
war and to show at least a fair share 
of the enthusiasm they evinced before 
the betrayal of 
Redmond and 
the 


counter-exaltation of Carson. 


It 
is 
about time England should 


realize that it is not fair to the United 
States or her other allies to be main- 
taining 
a 
needless race conflict in 


Ireland, when by a simple act of jus- 
tice, it can all be amicably settled and 
overcome. 


AUSTRIA'S 
OPPORTUNITY 


It is well known that Austria is 


suffering from a shortage of food and 
other internal troubles and is conse- 
quently anxious to see the, war ended. 
The emperor, It is said, foresees that 
his 'dynasty must pass away unless he 
dissociates himself from the Hohenzol- 
lerns. 
Perhaps more than any other 


European power, Austria is divided up 
into racial factions that are hard to 
keep under control. This is particular- 
ly true when they have to meet the 
demands of war for more men and 
more supplies, all apparently 10 alii 
Germany in carrying'cut her aims for 
world domination. 


There is a plain and direct means 


of escape, before the people of Austria 
by which they 
can 
easily 
extricate 


themselves from this horrible 
war. 


They have only to make 
up 
their 


minds that they will stop fighting. If 
.hey do this, there is no doubt that 
the war will soon come to an end. If 
they fail to do it, then it will appear 
that Austria is helplessly under the 
control of Germany. 
It will appear 


also that the Austrian armies are being 
sent whithersoever the kaiser pleases 
to be sacrificed for the promotion of 
his militaristic 
ambition. 
Of 
the 


armies that were sent in solid forma- 
tion against the allies on the wrestern 
battle front, a large proportion were 
Austrians. They were thus exposed to 
tho most 
destructive fire from 
the 


allied guns and were mowed down in 
heaps so that the forces from the rear 
had to climb over piles of their own 
dead In order to advance. 


If Austria is willing to allow her 


subjects to be slaughtered in this 
manner, it will appear that she has no 
power to save them, that she is. ab- 
solutely in the hands of Germany and 
that her subjects must be delivered to 
the slaughter whenever called for by 
the kaiser or Hindenburg. These mag- 
nates have promised to sacrifice one 
million men to get through 
to 
the 


channel. 
The million dead will not 


enable them to pass through. 


It would' appear to be good policy 


for the United States to announce that 
should 
Turkey, Bulgaria or Austria, 


wish to drop out of the war they will 
thereby earn the good 
of 
the 


allied powers who would 
in 
conse- 


luence deal very leniently with them 
at the peace conference to be held at 
the end of the war. 
It is surprising 


that Austria does not see the fatuity 
o£ allowing her people to be slaugh- 
tered for no other purpose than the 
elevation of Germany which means the 
vassalage of Austria. 


STATUS OF RUSSIA 


Russia it seems has been reduced to 


a grea.t extent to the status of a col- 
ony of Germany. The world is given 
an illustration of what German dom- 
ination means. 
Watch Russia if you 


want to see the "beneficent" results of 


erman militaristic sway. 
She 
has 


broken 
her treaty with the Ukraine 


which is but one of many proofs that 
she regards treaties as mere scraps of 
paper.
